When the-train left Sudbury at'noon i

Spanish "river'is 36 miles from Sud- 


bury. The railroad at that point cuts 
into the side: of a hill-and. crosses the 
river over an iron bridge. 
The bridge 


was approached at.a fair rate of speed 
and-.the: engine,- mail, 'baggage' and ex- 
press car were, on .-the structure. . For 
reasons hot yet ascertained tlie'trucks 
of the second class coach jumped the 
rail,: It struck the bridge, abutments 
and s'niil.'in two as clean as though cut 
with a huge .cleaver. The momentum 
of the train carried the' half of the 
second class coach with passengers, the 
colonist car, first class'car and dining 
car on their., trucks rinvn the bank and 
into the river. 
. The Pullman fell over 
on its side near the. tracks. 


Every passenger on the half of the 


second class coach colonist and the 
first class 
coach 
was drowned and 


only the most heroic efforts saved eight 
persons from the diner. 
Estimates by 


railroad' men and survivors place the 
loss of life at 40. although It Is hardly 
possible to arrive at anything like an 
accurate conclusion even several hours 
afior the wreck occurred.

FISHKILL' LANDING, Nr. Y.. Jan. 


22.—Fifteen men, three of them Amer- 
icans, were killed late yesterday near 
Cold Spring by a premature explosion 
of nitro-glycerin in a tunnel which is 
to forjn part of 
the- grent aqueduct 


which will carry water from the Ash- 
o'kan darn in the Catskills 
to New 


York city. . 
'' 
Five were 
terribly 
mutilated, but 


were so.near the mouth of the tunnel 
that they were rescued alive.' The oth- 
er 15 -were found beneath a- inass of 
rock and debris, literally 
hammered 


by. the force of the. explosion into a 
bleeding mass of 
neads. limbs 
and 


torsos. 
The bodies were Placed in.an impro- 


vised morgue near the scene, 
while 


the injured were rushed to a hospital 
camp maintained by the contractors. 


The cause of the explosion had not 


been ascertained last night, hut itls be- 
lieved that one of the workmen, curry- 
ing a torch, tripped and .fell, igniting a 
fuse which set off a series of charges 
which had been placed preparatory to 
an exodus from the tunnel. 


The so.uad of 20 men wrre. trooping 


from the excavation, 15 of those who 
were killed in the rear, and five, nil of 
whom were foreigners in the lead. 


As the five noared the moufh, ihere 


was a'terrific roar, 
the 
countryside 


was shaken for a auarter of a mile, 
and the live leaders were hurled sense- 
less to the ground. 
The contracting firm, R. K. Evurett 


& Co. employs 150 men. A hundred 
laborers rushed to the tunnel's mouth, 
and, after dragging forih the injured, 
set to work clearing away the rock and 
the earth to get to the dead. 


As the nitro-glycenn had been set 


to shatter rock, it did not damage the 
tunnel's interior more than the con- 
tractors had planned. After two hours' 


work the bodies were reached. The 
scene was such as to preclude the pos- 
sibility of identification before a roll 
call.'

in Lowell.

Dr. Martin, chairman . of the board, 


had prepared a program for an.investi- 
gation 'of tenements in..the Greek col- 
ony by the board's inspectors to..begin 
next Monday morning. The inspectors 
were instructed to obtain all .possible 
information, and report • all tenements 
that are not in a sanitary, coriditioh. 


The board heard requests for. an .In- 


crease for. t'eahisters anil helpers coh-r 
nected :wlth the. department and voted 
to recommend 'an'.increase from $1.80 
for .helpers to ?2, and from $3 to $2.25 
for teamsters. The board's recommen- 
dation will go to the committee on ap- 
propriations. , 
The board had com- 


municated with the proper authorities 
in other .cities and learned that 
the 


employes of the health department of 
this city. were receiving smaller pay 
than in any other of the twenty cities 
heard from. 


Peter Cpurembis was summoned be- 


fore the board as a result of informa- 
tion supplied by. Inspector 
Connors, 


who averred that Courembie had been 
doing plumbing 
without 
a 
license. 


Courembis denied the soft 
impeach- 


ment. He said that he did not do any 
actual work, that he simply "figured'' 
on jobs. It was charged that he had 
done plumbing In a barber shop at 585 
Market' street. A compatriot of Cour- 
embis' said he had se6n- the latter do- 
ing actual wortt, but CouremblB said it 
wasn't so,, that he had figured on the 
job for Edward Burgess.

It was in this case that Mr. Ginieres 


acted as Interpreter and when he had 
done with It he asked to be heard rela- 
tive to the development of tuberculosis 
among his countrymen In this city.

The average Greek 
comes here with the purpose In mind 
to save money enough to return to his 
old home and live, comfortably in after 
years, but few of them ever return ex- 
cept to die of consumption.

connection with police stations and town lockups is one that should pass 
in its present or at least in a somewhat modified form. 
It has long been 


felt that many unfortunates have been imposed upon by (ho present bail 
i-ystem which gives the bail commissioner the power to exact a fee of $2 or 
over .for admitting a prisoner to bail after the clerk of the police court luis 
closed'his office. 


" There have b;:en some very striking illustrations of the injustice of this 


law in connection with the Lowell police station not very long ago. 
It will 


be remembered 
that the police brought 42 prisoners in from Draeut for 


being, present at .1 cocking main last summer. Many of them were citizens 
.of good reputation, but somehow they had been induced to attend this 
particulai sporting event, possibly through some misrepresentation.

were arrested and the bail commissioners who admitted them In bail, col- 
lected from them the sum of $2- a head. 
Hundreds of prisoners who arc 


•not to well able to pay the fee have to pay it in order to be admitted to 
bail, aiid there are many cases in which it is considered a great injustice. 
That is why we believe Rep. Marc-hand's bill should be enacted to cut off 
this bail graft: which fleeces the unfortunates who can ill afford to pay and

"To emphasize need for remedy, ref- 


erence should.be made to_n_w.cll known 
case which has been In the public eye 
for long, where a murderer, having es- 
caped the .consequences of his crime by 
the plea of insanity, is trying to escape 
the consequences of his plea by means 
of a continuous performance in habeas 
corpus.

swears him out of jail on an opinion of 
insanity attempts at another time to 
swear him out of the asylum 
by

opinion of sanity.

ald and abet the plot, and instead of 
leaving him to his fate, a.i it Is their 
duty as citizens to do. they claim, for- 
sooth, that he is an object of persecu- 
tion.

Now Sent to District Police 
THE BOYCOTT ON HIGH PRICED BEEF." 


The report of the Massachusetts dis- 


trict police for the y-^ear ending Decem- 
'ber 31, 1909, which has just been is- 
sued contains much valuable Informa- 
tion in connection with the doings 01 
that body and especially is It Intercst- 
"ing 
to the people of Lowell Inasmuch 


.as it brings to mind tile 
controversy 


between Assistant Clerk Trull of 
the 


local police court and the 
treasurer 


and receiver general of the common- 
'wealth relative, to the 
disposition 
ol 


firearms and other dangerous weapons. 


On April 3. 190S a law relative to the- 


• confiscation of dangerous weapons was 
approved by the legislature and went 
into effect 30 days later, and the sec- 
tion in auestion 
which caused 
the 


.passage of letters between Mr. Trull 
and the treasurer read as follows: 


Chap. 350. section 
3—"Whenever 


any person is convicted of carrying a 
pistol, revolver or any other weapon 
or article contrary to the provisions of 
aection two, at said chapter one hun- 
dred and seventy-two, the weapon or 
article so carried by him shall be con- 
fiscated to the use of 
the 
common- 
wealth." 


That there was something missing 


in the chapter did not crop out until 
n foreigner in. this city was convicted 
of carrying a-loaded revolver. Accord- 
ing to the law the revolver had to be 
turned over to the state, so Assistant 
Clerk Trull having removed the car- 
tridges sent the revolver and the car- 
tridges in a package to the office of the 
treasurer and receiver general. 


It will be remembered that quite a 


little excitement was caused by 
Mr. 


Trull's action and 
the 
newspapers, 


.Boston papers especially, devoted con- 
siderable space to a report of the in- 
' idem. While the treasurer kepi the 
•.veapon he refused to give tho clerk of 
'lie local court a receipt and also wrole 
'hat he was not the person to whom 
llic weapon should be sent. 


. Mr. Trull insisted on receiving a re- 
ceipt and added that as the law did 
not stipulate to what particular de- 
partment the weapons should be sent 
and as the treasurer was the receiver 
general, he asked for further informa- 
tion relative tu the disposition of such 
weapons. 
- 
. 


Tlie treasurer could not answer the 


question so the matter was referred 
to Attorney General Malone and 
the 


latter after looking through the law 
found that there was no provision for 
their disposition. 


It was found that the only way out 


of the matter was to have the 
law 


amended, and on 
June 
4th it 
was 


amended whereby the weapons were to 
be turned over to the district police. 


In bis report, Jophanus H. Whitney, 


who is at the head of the district po- 
lice, makes the 
following 
statement: 


"In compliance 
with 
this 
statute 


(chapter 683), I received from various 
officers 
of the 
commonwealth during 


the 11 months ending Oct. SI, 1909, 130 
revolvers, 2S knives and 10 billets, cov- 
ering 136 seizures made .by virtue of 
said statute and have given them re- 
ceipt for the same. The weapons were 
sold for $188 which has been paid to 
the treasurer of the commonwealth." 
During the year 1909 seizures were 


made throughout the state of 2737 ga'- 
ons nnd three gills of spirituous liq- 
uors and 9039 gallons and one gill of 
malt liquors.

BAIL 
GRAFT 


The bill introduced by Hsp. Marchand to modify the bail .system in 


connection with police stations nnd town lockups is one that should pass 
in its present or at least, in a somewhat modified .form. It has long been 
felt that many unfortunates hove been imposed upon by the present bail 
system'which gives the. hail commissioner the power to exact a fee of $2 or 
over'for admitting a prisoner to bail after the clerk of the police court has 
closed his office. 


There have been some very striking illustrations of the injustice of this 


law in connection with the Lowell police station not very long ago. 
It will 


he rememberer! that the police brought 42 prisoners in from Dracut for 
being present at a cocking miiin last summer. Many of them were citizens 
of good reputation, but somehow they had been induced to attend this 
particular sporting event, possibly..through some misrepresentation. They 
were; arrested and the bail commissioners who admitted them to bail, col- 
lected from them the sum of S?2 a head. 
Hundreds of prisoners who are 


not so .well able to pay the fee have to pay it in order to be admitted to 
bail, and there are many eases in which it is considered a great injustice. 
That, is why we believe Hep. Marchand's bill should be enacted to cut off 
this bail graft which fleeces the unfortunates who cau ill afford to pay and 
which benefits nobody but the officials who collect the fee. 


THE 
BRITISH 
ELECTIONS. 


The British Isles are in the tlirnea of Hie most hotly contested general 


election held.for the past fifty years. It is an election in which n Liberal 
victory will sound the death knell of feudalism in England and be the signal 
for a great step in advance towards popular government untramineled by 
any hereditary body such as (he House of Lords. 


Joe Chamberlain is pushing his tariff reform ideas, but his following is 


comparatively insignificant, although lie. is confident that he will eventually 
be able to converi (lie British people from the free trade policy so firmly 
established since the repeal of the Corn laws in 18-10 and Ihe adoption of a 
general free tnulo, policy excepl on u small number of articles chiefly 
tobacco, tea, spirits and wines on which n. tariff for revenue is collected. 
Mr. Chamberlain favors differential duties against foreign countries and 
duties to b'e agreed upon with the British colonies. 


Judging from the returns thus far received in spite of Unionisl gains, 


it seems reasonably certain Hint the Liberals will be returned to power with 
n reduced majority.- That may menu a shorter reign of power, as an adverse 
vote on any impnrliiiiC measure favored by the government overthrmvs 
the rmmsii'.v. 


Not since Hio dny^ of.Die Corn.law agilulion has feeling been so intense 


on political issues us n(. the .present time. Tlui democracy of Mnghind is on 
the siilo of the people and is bound to triumph. 
Tho chief obstacle to a 


solid Liberal victory is the appearance of lahorite candidates conlesling 
many seals where Ihe. Liberal and Unionist vote is nnnrly cc|imlly divided. 
In such cases' Hie vole polled by (lie labor candidate was taken from the 
Liberal, nnd thus more Unionist, victories were mnde possible.

nppcnr from the present indication that the Liberal majority will be so 
reduced (lint lb« Irish Nationalists urn likely to wiold the brilnnoc of power. 
In such n cnsc. they would bo Iho dictators of the situation, nnd to hold 
l.ljoni in lino the.

The Navy 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 22.—The nava! [ in the personnel with the increase ot 
personnel, bill, which has been prepared 
by Secretary Meyer and which it Is 
hoped congress will pass at this 'ses- 
sion, aims to place all the corps of the 
navy on a line footing; to make-the 
number of officers proportionate to the 
ships of the navy, to promote .officers 
after specifies lengths ot 
service in 
each grade, to prevent the formation of 
"humps" in the' line of promotion and 
to enable Slag officers to reach their 
grade before the eve of retirement, as 
a t present. 
. 
. 
. 


These results cannot be attained by 
"Btep-by-step" promotion. If 100 mid- 
shipmen graduate in a given year they 
will lose, during their career, about 3 
per cent annually. Under these condi- 
tions the class of 100 would be reduced 
to about 30 on reaching the retiring 
age. If 30 admirals only are allowed, 
all the admirals will be in the last year 
of their service; 
that is, when 
they 


reach their.grade they will be nearly 
ready to retire. 
To handle a modern nest in action is 
a severe test for the most experienced 
commander and to expect admirals to 
have this experience with practically 
no preliminary service in their rank is 
Impossible.•'• It is the general agreement 
among nayal authorities that 
officers 


should be .promoted"not later than 55 
ycftirs old to permit of adequate service 
as admirals. 
.' 
' 
This point settled in the case of flag 


officers, the ages of captains and offi- 
cers of lower rank regulate themselves. 
It is found that there is room for all 
the graduates of. tho nayal academy for 
about IS years of total service, but that 
after that "point, if all are retained, 
(here !S a "hump," and that is why an 
officer on becoming on admiral Is 60 or 
61.'instead o£ 65, as desired. To bring

be reduced by about 
one-tenth each 


year. This.still leaves officers enough 
of suitable ages for all.the higher ranks

Some of the officers may be retired rea- 
sonably young, when still capable of 
doing-duty. But they. are. retired at a 
very much lower pay, and their retire- 
ment prevents the retirement of a large 
number. o£ officers In.the grade 0£ ad-. 
mlrnL Where 30 admirals would retire 
annually under the present system, the 
10 would be. spread over seven years, 
from 55 to 62, and 
the 
retirements 
would not average more than three or 
four annually. This is offset by an in- 
creased number of early, retirements, 
but by retiring at one-fourth pay, one- 
third pay, one-half 
pay and three- 
fourths pay, according to the length of 
service, the total-Is-kept down to pres- 
ent figures.

Chap. 350, section 
2—"Whenever 


any person is convicted of carrying a 
)istol, revolver or any other weapon 
or article contrary to the provisions of 
section two. of said chapter one hun- 
dred and seventy-two, the weapon or 
irticle so carried by him shall he con- 
iscated to the use of the 
common- 
wealth." 
That there was something missing 


n the chapter did not crop out until 
a foreigner in this city was convicted 


f carrying a loaded revolver. Accord- 
ng to the law the revolver had to be 
urned over to the state, so Assistant 
Clerk Trull having removed the car- 
ridges sent the revolver and the car- 
ridges in a package to tho. oftlce of the 
reasurer and receiver general.

'rull's action and 
the 
newspapers, 


Boston papers especially, devoted con- 
iderable space to a report of tho in- 
ident, While the treasurer kept the 
veapon he refused to Rive the clerk of 
he local court a receipt and also wrott- • 
hat he was not the person to whom : 
he weapon should be sent.

Mr. Trull insisted on receiving a ro- 
oipt and added that ns the law dirt 
ot stipulate to what particular 
dc- 


artment the weapons should be sent 
nd as the treasurer wus the receiver j 
general, he asked for further informa- j 
ion relative to the disposition of such 
veapons. 


The treasurer could not answer tho 
nest Ion so the matter was referred 
o Attorney General Ma lone and 
the 


itter attnr looking through tho law 
ounrl that thorn WHS no provision for 


their disposition. 


It was found that the only way out 


of the matter was to have the 
law 


amended, and on June 4th 
it was 


amended whereby the weapons were to 
be turned over to the district police.

For Loss 


BOSTON, 
Jan. 22.—Commissioner 


O'JIeara made a ruling last night in a 
general order in regard to the loss of 
property, required by the rules of the 
department, by officers while they are 
discharging their duties. In the fu- 
ture tlio loss will be charged to ac- 
count of the department, and not to 
the personal account of the. ofiicera, as 
heretofore.'

Wreck at Spanish River

horror of the wreck of the Canadian 


aciflc passenger train at Spanish rlv- 


_r yesterday grows as the hours pass. 
At least two score of lives were snuffed 
jut and others have died since from 
rightful injuries. 
Not one car as at 


irst reported, but three, took the terrl- 
ilo plunge down the steep . embank- 
ment into the icy waters of the rivor. 
•When the train left Sudbury at noon it 
larried in the neighborhood of 
one 


hundred souls. . Tho train was made 
up as follows: Engine, mail and bag- 
gage, car, express, second class coach; 
colonist, first class 
coach; 
colonist, 


first class coach, 'dining car and Pull- 


an. 
, 
Spanish river-is 36 miles from Sud- 


bury. The railroad at that point cuts 
nto the side of a hill and crosses the 
river over an iron bridge. 
The bridge 


ivas approached at a lair rate of speed 
and the engine, mail, baggage and ex- 
jress car were on the structure. 
For 
reasons not yet ascertained the trucks 
of the.second class coach jumped the 
rail. It,struck the bridge abutments 
and split In two as clean as though cut 
with a huge cleaver. The momentum 
of the trtiln: carried the half ot the 
second class coach with passengers; the 
colonist car,'first class iar and dining 
car on their trucks down the bank and' 
Into the river. 
The Pullman fell over 


on its side near the tracks. 
Every passenger on the half of the 


second class coach colonist and the 
first class coach was drowned and 
only the most heroic efforts saved eight 
persons from the diner. 
Estimates by 


railroad men Ana survivors place the 
loss of life at 46, although it is hardly 
possible to arrive at anything like an 
iccurate conclusion .even several hours 
nfter the wreck occurred.

OFF BAIL 
GRAFT 


The bill introduced by Rep. Marchand to modify the bail system in 


connection with police stations and town lockups is one that should pass 
in its present or al lennt in n somewhat modified form. It has long been 


felt that many unfortunates have.been imposed upon by the present bail 
system which gives the bnil Rninmissioncr the power to exact a fee of $2 or 
over for admitting' a prisoner to bail after the clerk of the police court has 
closed his office. 


There have been some, very striking illustrations of the injustice of this 


law in connection with the Lowell police station not very long ago. It will 
he rerneinbered that the police brought 42 prisoners in from Dracul for 
being present at a cocking main last summer. Many" of them were citizens 
of good reputation, hut somehow they had been induced to attend this 
particular sporting event, possibly through some misrepresentation. 
They 


were arrested ami the bnil commissioners ivho admitted them to'bail, col- 
lected from them the sum of $2 a head. Hundreds of prisoners who are 
not so well able to pay the fee have to pay it in order to be admitted to 
bail, and there are many cases iu which it is considered a great injustice. 
That is why we believe Rep. Marchand's hill should be enacted to cut oft' 
this bail graft which fleeces the unfortunates .who can ill afford to pay and 
which benefits nobody but. the officials who collect the fee.

In Wreck of Canadian Pacific 


Passenger Train 


: NORTH BAY, Ont., Jan. '22.—Death 


In all its' most terrible forms 
blotted 


out-the lives of at least'a score 
and 


perhaps two score people yesterday af- 
ternoon, when four ears of a Canadian 
Pacific passenger tralii on the 
Soo 


branch leaped, from the tracks 
and 


tearing down a steep 
embankment, 


plunged through the .ice-covered sur- 
face of the Spanish river. Some were 
droiynfca:' Others were .crushed •• to 
death in. grinding .timbers. Most ler- 


. rible of all, maimed and injured caught 
In. the 
wreckage 
of one of the ears, 


. were burned to death. 


The exact number of dead and 
in- 


jured is still unknown, for telegraph 
communication has not been estab- 
lished with the scene of the 
wreck, 


but according to stories told by 
in- 


jured 
passengers, brought to Sud- 


bury, it was one of the worst catas- 
trophes in the 
history of Canadian 
railroads. . The 
train 
wrecked was 


known as No. 7 enroute from Montreal 
to-Sault Ste Marie, and Milwaukee. 
An official statement given out 
here 


says that it probably was due 
to 
a 
broken rail.

. .The engine, baggage, 
express, mail 


and one second-class car remained on 
the rails, while one second-class, one 
first-class, a dining car and a sleeper 
went down the embankment The flrst- 
class car and diner went 
Into the 


i-iver. .The .sleeper and second-class 
cars stopped on the embankment, and 
the second-class car caught fire. . 


The wreck occurred about 37 miles 


west of Siiflbury where the tracks cu 
into the side of steep hill.which /is 
skirted .by the river. The forward part 
of 'the train .passed over the .break 
whatever it. was, in safety. The day 
coach, which was the fourth 
from 


the engine, was the. first, to leave 
the 


rails. The train was running at the 
rate of about 40 jniles an hour and the 
momentum carried it down the hill ii 
a terrible plunge. About SB' passen- 
gers were in this car and it is practi- 
cally certain that none escaped.

22.—Fifteen men, three of them Amer- 
icans, were killed late yesterday near 
Cold'Spring by a premature explosion 
of nitro-glycerin in a tunnel which is 
to form part of the great aqueduct 
which will carry water from the Ash- 
ok'ari- dam in the Catskills 
to New 


York'eity. 
. Five were terribly mutilated, but 


were'so near the mouth of the tunnel 
that they were rescued alive. The oth- 
er .15 were found beneath a mass of 
rock/ and debris, literally 
hammered 


by the' force of the explosion into a 
bleeding mass of 
Heads, limbs and 


torsos. 


The bodies were alaced in an impro- 


vised morgue 'near the scene, 
while 


the injured were rushed to a hospital 
camp maintained by the contractors. 


The cause of the explosion had not- 


been ascertained last night, but itls be- 
lieved that one of the workmen, carry- 
ing a torch, tripped and fell, igniting a 
fuse which set off a series of charges 
which had been placed preparatory to 
an exodus from the.tunnel.

and the five leaders were hurled sense- 
less to the ground. 


The contracting firm, R. K. Everett 


& Co. employs 150 men. A hundred 
laborers rushed to the tunnel's mouth, 
and, after dragging forth tho injured, 
set to work clearing away the rock and 
the earth to get to the dead. 


As the nitro-glycerin had been 
set 


to shatter rock, It did not damage the 
tunnel's interior more than the con- 
tractors had planned. After two hours' 


work the bodies,:•.: were reached. The 
scene was'such as to preclude the pos- 
sibility of identification before a roll 
call.
